Deviled Onions.— Mince sli boiled 


onions and add to a thick white sauce, 
using a tablespoonful each of butter 
and flonr with three-fourths of a cup- 
f nl of milk ; to this "add the minced 
onion, tho finely mashed yolks of two 
hard-cooked eggs, one tablcspoonful of 
minced parsley .nno-n seasoning of salt 
and pepper. A little lemon juice mty 
also be added. Butter scallop shell* 
or small ramekins, fill with the mix- 
ture, sprinkle with buttered crumbs, 
and brown.
